Disinfection  after  Cases  of  Tuberculosis,

arrangement  was  mevdo  v/lth  D3?, Watson  enabling  us  to  use  tho 
stesm  steriliser  at  Bronllys  Sanatorium  for  the  disinfection  of 
clothing  and  bedding  after  deaths  from  tuberculosis  or  after  the 
transfer  of  such  cases  to  ss.natoria. 

This  should  prove  Vv  rg-  useful 

in  helping  to  prevent  tho  spread  of  this  disease  as  tho  facilities 
for  steam  disinfection  are  sadly  lackli-ig  in  the  whole  of  my 
districts.

The  measlos  cases  occurred  in  tho  first  two  months  of  the  year 
and  affected  mainly  the  TaD.garth  nnd  Bronllys  districts. 

No  connection  could  be  found  between  the  cases  of  corebro-spinal 
fever  and  throe  of  the  cases  proved  fatal. 

The  work  thiroughtout  the  year  was  largely  routine  in  character 
and  no  exceptional  administrative  measure  was  undertaken  or 
rocommendod  by  mo.
